i. The Committee's Security Advisory Group USSR sent a 
team to Moscow and Helsinki to discuss security concerns with 
on-scene U.S. personnel and to inspect security procedures 
being applied to safeguard construction of the new U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow. Agreement has been reached with the Soviets on a 
warehouse in Moscow for use by us in storing materials for 
the new building. (The U.S. exchanged additional land at

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Soviets accomplish ground preparation before the winter 

freeze, the warehouse can be ready for our use by February 1981; 
otherwise, occupancy will be deferred to about June 1981. dots 

is hoped that Seabees can be provided to handie stock and 
perform security duties in the warehouse. The unattractive 
alternative of having Soviet nationals handling materials for 
use in sensitive locations would complicate our security. The 
issue of whether the Soviets will have private possession of 
U.S. materials for customs inspection purposes has yet to be 
resolved, and has been referred to the Secretary of State. (5S)

The team inspected storage facilities in Helsinki for 
U.S. materials to evaluate their capability for providing 
security protection.
